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The machine was directly over the 
Idaho, Missouri and Nevada build- 
ing plats and the first structure 
shown at the bottom of the pic- 
ture is the New Jersey building. 

The photographer was busied 
with many things when he caught 
this view and it was an interest- 
ing coincidence that the first build- 
ing shown should be headquarters 
of the first man in the Jand, 
President Woodrow Wilson. This 
interesting structure is a repro- 
duction of Trenton Barracks, the 
headquarters of George Washing- 
ton before his unforgettable cross- 
ing of the Delaware to the sur- 
prise of the Hessians. It is faith- 
fully represented even to the flag 
staff with its enclosing spiked 
fence. 

At the right of the New Jer- 
sey building is shown the Penn- 
sylvania structure, which is one 
of the few brick buildings on the 
grounds. In it a special room was 
designed, for the display of the 
dxiberty Bell. 

When the photograph was taken, 
a little more than two months be- 
fore the opening day, the pavilion 
of Argentina had not been com- 
pleted.
